Of. course tbo details oC so vast an enter- 


prise woro nueossarily often crudo, somo- 
tiraos not in tho best taste. In glitter and 
glare, in wealth of chariot trappings. ''- 
brilliant illumination, ovon Barnum's circus 
was out-circusod. What with gorgeous cos- 
tumes, gilded cars, and fairy groupings, il- 
luminated by calcium lights, groat quad- 
ruple gaso'ine cbandoliors, oloctric torches, 
and blue, red, and groon chemical li^hte 
burnod about each massive vohicla, tho e'Keot 
wns almost ultra rich. 


Tho facados ot the principal buildings 


woro illuminated with brilliant ga= jet do- 
signs; whilo tho broad store porches bail 
beon so strengthened bonoath and equipped 
with amphithoatrical floats above as to ac- 
commodate many thousands of spectators. 
Yet tho broad streets woro densely packod 
below. Sometimes I would got caught in a 
crowd whore locomotion was absolutely im- 
possiblo for $omo timo, 


Tho costumos ot tho masquerading ele- 


ment woro widely different, sometimes in 
poor tasto, but usually original and comical. 
All tho nondescript monsters ol tho earth, 
air, and sea woro roprosontod.

citizen of Now Orleans, who, for tho peculiar 
notoriety of tho kingly ofllco, chips in some- 
thing liko $1,000 (according to popular ro- 
port) toifard tho eiponsos of tbe carnival. 
He was entertained this year in "Carnival 
Pulaco," a royal edifice flttod up with ovory 
attoutlon to tbo details of an actual king's 
pitlace. Sontine'.s pacod to and fro without, 
pages ran of errands within, royal audiences 
were extended to petitioners, and all tho ox- 
cosiivo rod tnpo of an empire was obsorvod. 
When tho king dinod ho partook of imported 
viands, rlis couch and his ball-room woro 
especially regal. His collections of gifts 
from European and Oriental potentates wero 
exhibited and freely discussed. 


His limjosty Rex appeared publicly iu tho 


procession, seated on a magnificent silver 
throne, upon a car oE extraordinary rich- 
ness, built on tho principle of a cotton press, 
in order to typify tho chief industry oC his 
realm. He wore a tunic of azuro vo1 ~ot over 
an iuuor garment of tho samo material of a 
rich mflgonta hue. Around his waist was a 
belt studded with alleged pearls, and clasped 
with a diamond ()) buckle. Under his cloalc 
woro varlou-f badges and royal insignia, and 
in his right hand be curried a mossivo gold 
scopror, 
likewise 
studdod with dubious 


precious stonos. His crown was elaborate 
and dueling enough to suit tho mo^t em- 
pirical taste. As near as I could judge his 
gracious majesty woro no mask, but had his 
face painted a ruddy bronze, and wore 
blonde whiskers and wig. Ho deported him- 
self, with becoming dignity, blent with be- 
nigu'graciousnoBS, and was received at many 
points with acclamations, band-clapping, 
and handkerchief-waving by his loyal sub- 
jects.

cboat, for you'll only spoil your market If 
a game is once suspoctod, that ia tho end of 
its business, and square dealers havo this 
fact so rubbed into them from tbo sturt that 
they novor lose sight of it. If you flnd that n 
ruorcbant givos you short weight you'll not 
patronize his establishment Any more, and 
just so with those of thu public who are fond 
ol! gaming. An individual having a run of 
luck, will win [rom tho bank, but as the 
stakes are limited, and as tho dealer is al- 
most always backed by a much larger capi- 
tal than that held by any ono of the pyiyorri, 
and as tho latter have to do the guessing, 
tho Odds in the game aro in favor of tho 
bank, and when it loses to ono it will win 
from sen-oral others. 


"People will 
gamble, in eomo shape or 


other, for tho desire to ge: money without 
actually working for it, and a blind trust la 
hick, are an invariable inheritance of tho 
human race. Circumstances mado me u 
professional gambler in my early youth, and 
I would find it almost impossible to do any- 
thing or to got anything to do in any other 
business, nnd so 1 stick to tho trade that has 
given mo and mice a livelihood for so many 
years. 1 never deal a brace nor cheat a man 
at short cards, and cannot only nay that I 
urn honest, but can defy any man to dis- 
cover oven a rumor of my boinff. dlihonost. 
Your stock brokers deal ia larger sums, and 
.11-0 thorefoio courted by society, but there 
aro a vory few among us regular gamblers 
whoso honosty will not stand in favorable 
contrast with that of a Gould, a Keene, or a 
Villurd." 


"Jlay I ask," said tho journalist, "how it 


happens tlmt you are so much batter edu- 
cated than tho majority of your craft!" 


"1 am not bettor educated than a good 


mnny of them, and am wofully ignorant on 
a great many topics, but I am what is called 
the black shoop of a rospqctablo family, had 
tho luck of good schooling in my youth, and 
havo boon more or loss fond of reading over 
since, 


'•I was on tho Comstock for a good many 


yenre, and was there during tho booming 
timos after Crown Point and Belcher began 
to pour out wealth from their lower levels. 
Evory human being in that region took to 
gambling in one or moro forms; tho women 
and oven tho children going in Cor stocks, 
wliilo the men used to fill in all their spare 
time with faro and poker. The some spirit 
exists there yet, but the capital is gone, and 
only small risks can be taken instead of 
heavy ones. lu tho flush days on the 
Com- 


stock money was so plenty that people could 
not believe a dull time would ever come, and 
if they lost everything to-day were com- 
forted by tho thought that thoy would havo 
plenty of chuucos to make a raise to-morrow. 
Card-gambling was tho humor of the hour, 
and every man iudulg'ed in it, from tho 
judge and tho banker to tho man who drove 
a drill in tho mines. Tho most plentiful com- 
modity seemed to bo coin, and a $20 piece 
then was thought to be scarcely moro worth 
koeplug than a two-bit piece nowadays. 


"For years tho pay-rolls of the mines along 


that lode ran from $700,000 to $900,000 a 
month, and faro banks ran twenty-two hours 
out oil the twenty-four. As a protection to 
tho banks tho bets were usually llmitod to 
$J5. but whou a man planked down capital 
enough wo would sometimes take the bridle 
olT, and I have turned tho cards for as hi;h 
a limit as $-100. A crooked game couldn't 
last there a wcok, and the result was that 
the gambles all playod dead on tho square; 
while tho hogging juen might catch a Cat 
now and thon, but shortly after such a per- 
formance would flnd it beneficial to skip the 
place."
